It was a thankless job that Mr. 
Bennett gave up. The electors showed 
no appreciation of his really great 
achievements during his four years as 
Prime Minister. Due largely to his 
guidance, Canada weathered the de¬ 
pression far better than the United 
States did. His tariff policy and his 
Empire treaties industries going 
which otherwise would have languish¬ 
ed or collapsed while his grain policy- 
kept wheat prices from slumping to 
disastrous lows. The enemies his poli¬ 
cies made took pains to vote against 
him while those who profited by them 
showed ho gratitude. But the same 
accusation was made against him by 
''some of his chief supporters and col¬ 
leagues, viz. that he showed little or no 
consideration for their work, their 
feelings or their legitimate ambitions. 
If his job was thankless, so was he. At 
any rate, he had antagonized so many | 
of his former friends and supporters 
that his continuance of leadership was 
out of the question.

-He has a curious admixture of qual¬ 
ities and some of them fitted him ad¬ 
mirably for efficient administration, 
while others unfitted him for popular 
leadership. Endowed with superior 
mental gifts he often allowed his emo¬ 
tions to rule his intellect. Possessed of 
a determined spirit and tireless indus¬ 
try, he was apt to do himself many 
things that he might well have dele¬ 
gated to others. With sublime confi¬ 
dence in his own judgment, he was 
prone to do all the talking when he 
called others into consultation. Consid¬ 
erations of personal friendships or po¬ 
litical associations had little or no in¬ 
fluence with him and consequently he 
estranged many who had been and 
CQuld be of service to him. To make up 
for these losses he had not the quali¬ 
ties or the magnetism to draw oppo¬ 
sites to his own side. His good quali¬ 
ties, wholly intellectual and humani¬ 
tarian, would have made him a benev¬ 
olent despot; his faults, wholly temper 
amental, made him unacceptable as a 
popular leader.

When all is said and done, history 
will have to record that he served his 
country well; that his policies in a per¬ 
iod of stress and strain, kept the ship 
on an even keel, and that he had no 
mind to do other than what he con¬ 
ceived to be in the general interest of 
Canada and of the Empire. We have 
tried to present him as Cromwell wish¬ 
ed to be portrayed, warts and all, but 
in the final summation it is his 
achievements as Prime Minister that 
will find him a high place in Canadian 
history. His short-comings—every 
other leader had some—will be as 
mere dust in the balance. Democratic 
government would be more successful 
if there was a sufficient number of 
electors prepared to give preference to 
an efficient administrator no matter 
how 'unpopulafc-----:_

Talks on Farmers’ Problems 
Prove Very Instructive, Spon¬ 
sored by Board of Trader 

Over one hundred farmers were in 
attendance at the Canadian Legion 
hall on Tuesday evening to hear H.L. 
Seaman, Dominion Entomologist, and 
A. E. Palmer, Dominion Field Hus¬ 
bandry Supervisor, speak on the sub¬ 
jects of “Cutworms,” “Grasshoppers," 
“Soil Drifting" and “Water Conserva¬ 
tion.” The meeting was sponsored by 
the Vulcan Board of Trade and the 
talks by Mr. Seaman and Mr. Palmer, 
who are both from the Lethbridge Ex¬ 
perimental Station, were greatly ap¬ 
preciated by those present. That keen 
interest is taken both in the control of 
pests and the problems of soil drift¬ 
ing and water conservation was shown 
by the number of questions asked. 

Mr. Seaman's address dealt mainly 
with the pale western cutworm, from 
which the farmers in this district suf- 
feied severe losses last year. Special 
treatment of grain or the spreading of 
poison bait will not control the cut¬ 
worms, the speaker said. The best 
control is a wet spring season, -but, 
failing this, much can be done by the 
I farmer to minimize the damage done 
by the cutworms. The method of 
spring control which Mr. Seaman ad¬ 
vocated aroused the interest of those 
present. Usually in the last week in 
March, he said, the surface soil of 
land infected with the worms will be 
filled with newly hatched cutworms, 
about the size of heavy thread and lese 
-han an^eighth of an inch long. Worms 
in this stage can not be starved to 
death—they must first oe allowed to 
stait feeding so their process of de¬ 
velopment can also be started. Mr. 
Seaman said to leave the fields alone 
until the worms can stait feeding on

A pleasing feature is the fact that 
a basin disc' machine can be construct¬ 
ed without a large cash outlay bei-ig 
made; an ordinary Wheatland plow be¬ 
ing utilized. The usual 10 ft. plow of 
ihis type has sixteen discs, but when 
rebuilt for use in basin discing only 
six discs aie used. The discs are spac¬

merfallow, the basin discing being 
done the last trip over the land when 
it is summer-fallowed. The pits left 
in the land by the basin disc aid great¬ 
ly in holding the snow and have a ten¬ 
dency to stop soil drifting. An ad¬ 
vantage of this method over the bas¬ 
in lister, now quite popular in the 
States, is that each pit is dug into the 
land and will really hold the water, as 
compared to basin listing, in which 
small dams of'loose earth are made, 
which are easily washed away. To 
level the basin disced land and prepare 
it for seeding the Claytons use a cul¬ 
tivator where the land was in stubble 
or where there is much trash on the 
surface. A spring tooth harrow is us¬ 
ed where the land was in summer-fal¬ 
low. 

The idea of making an implement 
that would work the land in such a 
way as to hold the spring run-off of 
water first occurred to Mr, Clayton 
some years ago, but last year was the 
fiist time it was put into practice.This 
spring, sloughs on Mr. Clayton’s lend 
that normally hold two feet of water 
are practically dry, although the 
spring-run-off has been heavier than 
usual. Most of the moisture has sunk 
directly into the land, thanks to the 
basm disc method of conservation.

he weeds and volunteer wheat'. Then, 
•ut not until the worms have started 
feeding, the fields should be thorough¬ 
ly cultivated. After cultivating and 
killing the weeds, the fields should be 
'et lay black for at least ten days be¬ 
fore seeding. This work must be done, 
soon, before the worms start feeding 
below ground, and the speaker partic¬ 
ularly emphasized the point that the 
fields should be left black for at least 
ten days after cultivating and before 
seeding. 

Explaining how a wet spring season 
will control the worms, Mr. Seaman 
said that.the cutworms come up to get 
out of the wet ground and while above 
ground are attacked by insect enenves 
and paiasites. Also, in wet weather, 
the worms feed generally only on one 
plant, eating part of the. plant that is 
above ground as well as the part below 
and in this way parasite eggs which 
are laid on the above-ground part of 
the plant are eaten by the worm and 
infect it. Vulcan is right in the heuri 
of the area infested by both cutworms 
and grasshoppers this year, the speak¬ 
er said, and too much time and effort 
■annot he given to the control of these 
pests. J 

Soil drifting and water conservation 
were the subjects of the talk by Mr. 
Palmer and lantern slides were used 
to illustrate the talk and make cer¬ 
tain points clear. Four different ways 
of helping to prevent soil drifting 
were covered by the speaker, strip 
farming, surface cultivation, cover 
crops and emergency methods. Diff“r- 
ent methods of water conserva’ ion 
were illustrated and the speaker ad¬ 
vocated the use of a trash-covering in 
severe cases of soil drifting. 

Mr. Palmer praised the method of 
water conservation used by A. J. Clay¬ 
ton, that of basin discing and intimat¬ 
ed that the more widespread use of the 
basin disc would be worthwhile pnd 
would prove of great benefit to the far 
mers of this district.

With prices which have not been in¬ 
flated, with an inventory situation 
which can be corrected, and with the 
largest demand for petroleum pro¬ 
ducts on record, the oil industry is in 
an exceptionally favorable pos’tion. 

It has led in the emergence from the 
iepression and it should keep on lead¬ 
ing.
